Upon which Occa- 
ſion the Prophet breaks forth into theſe religious Medi- 
tations ; not preſuming to accuſe the Divine Providence 
on Account of that heavy Judgment ; but applying all to 
the beſt Advantage of the Survivors; ſhewing them, and 
us in them, what Thoughts would be the moſt proper 
and neceſſary for us to entertain, on the moving Proſpect 
of a Funeral: Namely, that we ſhould reflect upon, and 
conſider God's Sovereignty, and Almighty Power; and 
the frail and uncertain Condition of human Life, which 
is here compared to the ſhort Space of a Watch i in the 
Night, to a Sleep or Dream, to the withering Graſs, and 
even to a Tale, which is forgot as ſoon as it is told.

The firſt Obſervation I ſhall make from this Prayer of 
the holy Prophet, Teach us to number our Days, is, that Death 
is a Debt, which is to be paid by all Men, the Righteous 
as well as the Wicked. There are no Feſbuas now, to ſtay 

the rapid Courſe of the Sun, no not ſo long as a Moment. 
Time, with winged Speed is poſting to its End; and though 
Fabius may deſpair, and Cæſar may diſturb the World, yet 
it rolls uncontroulably along, regardleſs of the Delay, and 
fearleſs of the Event. This is a Truth that cannot be 
| diſputed,

diſputed, without arguing againſt the expreſs Word of God, 


the general Law of Nature, and the common Senſe and 

Experience of all Mankind. It is appointed, - ſaith | the 
great Apoſtle, for Men once to die. It is the Staturen Law 

of Heaven, which cannot be repealed or ſuſpended, but 
by the ſame Authority which made it: And it is . 
ſo as to extend to all Mankind, without Exception o

ns or Subject, High or Low, Rich or Poor, — 
or Wicked. Righteous Abel was ſubject to this Statute, 
no leſs than wicked Cain. Juſt Noah, as well as the afpiring 
Nimrod, have both deſcended into the cold inhoſpitable 
Chambers of the Grave. Abraham, the Father of the 
faithful, David, the Man after God's own Heart, and John, 
the Diſciple whom Jeſus loved, are all dead, as ond as ever 


they were alive. 


It is true, the „ Liver Legiſlator himſelf was pleaſed to diſ- 

penſe with this Law in the particular Caſes of Enoch and 

Elijah : But that, being an Exerciſe of God's ſpecial Pre- 

rogative, is no more a Contradiction to this general Law,
